This is in response to the outstanding Office Action mailed December 31, 2003. Applicant 
respectfully requests reconsideration based on the following remarks. 

Claims 6-11 remain in the application. Claims 6-11 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Schmidt et al in view of Seo and Pitel. The Examiner's reliance 
on Seo is misplaced, just as with the Shepard et al. reference in the previous Office Action dated 
April 2, 2003. The Examiner acknowledges that Schmidt fails to show a one-piece, hollow body 
portion, but argues that Seo teaches a housing having an integrally formed handle portion 21 and a 
head 22. Seo does indeed state that the head portion is integrally formed with the grip portion, but 
nowhere does the patent state that the entire casing 2 is molded as a single undivided piece. If this 
were the case, there would be no way to install the various internal components as shown in Figure 
2. Indeed, it is obvious that circuit board 5 could not be inserted through the reading window 36 
and maneuvered past the bend between the grip portion and the head portion. The mere 
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fact that Seo does not explicitly show parting lines in the casing does not allow one to infer that the 
casing is molded as a single piece, especially when this would render the casing unusable for its 
intended purpose. Thus, Seo does not teach a one-piece, hollow body portion as recited in the 
rejected claims any more than does Schmidt (or Shepard). For the same reasons that the Board of 
Patent Appeals and Interferences declined to sustain the previous final rejection of the claims, the 
rejection of claims 6-11 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) should be withdrawn.
